The quality 
which we in, England 
think the greatest weakn i 
a practical statesman, M. Poincaré 
holds to be the grevtest strength— 
he is superfluously decisive and 
likes to demonstrate the vigour of 
his enterprise by cutting off his 
means of retreat. Threc British 
Prime Ministers in succession— 
men of the most contrasting cha- 
racters and differing methods— 
have found it almost impossible to 
deal with M. Poincaré, He has 
been much inclined to end the 
Entente rather than vary his formu- 
las. He does not shrink from 
being remembered in French his- 
tory as the man who ended the 
Entente. When he has a_ logical 
notion in his head he: does not 
shrink from anything. As, was 
said, he is an entirely honest, 
rigid man, and that is at the heart

Excellent 
graphite is still mined = in 
various parts of the world, in 
Bavaria, Bohemia, and in the 
United States, for instance indeed, 
one town in’ Bavaria ‘each. week 
turns out four million pencils. ‘The 
Iead is made from graphite‘ mixed 
with powdered clay in various pro 
portions, Thusa dark, soft pencil, 
‘is made of-equal quantities of these 
‘materials, while the light, hard 
pencils may contain only a quarter 
of blackelead. The mixture is 
made jnto a kind of dough, which 
is placed in a cylinder perforated 
with a number of smell holes. 
When a plunger is pressed the 
stuff is squeezed through the holes, 
and a number of semishard 
rods of black-lead result, These, 
after being hardencd by heat, 
are cut into proper’ lengths, 
and finally made red-hot. 
The wood -used varies, though 
‘Florida cedar js ‘preferred, this 
having a straight grain, and being 
easi'y cut. Thin slabs of this wood 
are formed by means of automatic 
machinery, the resultant slab being 
partly the shape of half.a pencil, a 
number being placed side by side, 
each grooved to take the lead. 
The lead is put in, a somewhat 
similar picce of wood is glued to 
the top, andso a number of rough 
pen ‘ils are formed fasténed to- 
gether. Machinery cuts these 
apart, turns them into shape, a 
coating being placed on the pencil, 
and the maker's name and other 
partitulars being marked upon St.

son, Stokes and 

Ayport of a claim for posse: n of 
thé ground floor of No, 8 Wing Lok 
Street .and mesne profits, the 
plaintiff, a:.Chinese business 
man, bought, the whole of 
the premises for'$41,000, Under 
a clause of the sale agreement 
the vendor agreed to remain Oa as 
tenantand give up possession by 
a certain date now passed and this 
was done. After the signing of 
the agreement, however, the Ching 
Gat bank came in as sub-tenants, 
of the Vendor and remained 
in possession of the ground floor 
after the vendorhimsclf had gone 
out, Tt was against the bank that 
Mr. Watson claimed an order for 
pe ion. 

r. Watson contended (that the 
vendor had agreed to give vacant 
possession, It was admitted, he 
said, that the reason why the plain- 
premises was 
that he required “ vacant”! posses- 
sicn in order to use the premises 
himself and that was the sole reason 
why the clause requiring him to 


vive up possession by 2 certain t- 


date was put in. The object was, 
Mr. Watson admitted, to get out- 
side the Rents Ordinance. a 

Mr. Watson’s next point that if 
he would have been entitled 
to an. order against the vendor 
if the latter were still’ there 
he was equally. entitled to a, 
similar order against the 
defendants. He explained that the 
plaintiffs wanted the premises in. 
order to form a bank and paying 
$41,000 for something he had not 
fot was serious prejudice. “y have 
now,” declared Mr, Watson. “ got 
something [do not want, I have 
got a house full of a lot of tenants 
I don’t want instead of a vacant 
one.” : me ye 

It was:-clear common law, con- 
tended Mr, Watson at the cov- 
clusion of “his argument, that the 
determination of the tenancy as 
regards the landlord was also the 
determination of the sub-tenancies. 
Toe defendants had not, he argued, 
become a statutory tenant of the 
landlord under the statute and the 
plaintiff was therefore: entitled to 
recover possession. 

For the defence Mr. M. K. Lo 
argued that thé only reason Mr, 
Watson could give for tuming out 
the defendants was the agreement 
which, at the time, was not given 
by atenantatall. At the time the 


agreement was made vendor and |. 


purchaser had not, he pointed out, 
entered into the relationship of 
landlord atnd tenant. “All. the 
practitioners in this Colony know,” 
said Mr. Lo, “that in eatering into 
an agreement of this. kind the 
enforceability of it, having regard 
to the Rents Ordinance, is, to put 
it mildly, absolutely questionable.”

METALS FOR JAPAN. 


RESULT OF DISASTER. 
Although matters are tuo serious 
to view things in a flippant light, it 
is Interesting to mention that the 
calamity in Japan has resulted in 
considerable metal purchases in the 
Colony for urgent needs in the de- 
vastated areas, Several Hines were 
in keen demand and the natural 
sequel was an upst ot in prices, 
Corrugated Sheets—10 x 3" corr., 
24 to 26G. were sold at between 16 
and 18 cents (Hongkong currency) 
godown for immedinte clearance. 
Plain Galvanised Sheets—3 * 7, 
30G, fetched 1344 cents per Ib. on 
the same terms. :

HOME’ TRADE. 


MANCHESTER WEEKLY MARKET 
REPORT. 


Messrs, James F. Huttoa and Co., 
Lid., Manchester, reported as 
follows on Wed resday August I: 

Reports on the growing Amcri- 
can cotton crop have again. been 
more favourable, the weather con- 
ditions having improved consider- 


ably and forecasts of the probable | 


yield have steadily risen again in 
conseyuence. Owing to this the 
extreme bullishness of the Ameri- 
can market has received a defisite 
check, for the present at least. 
Growers have indulged ia fairly 
free hedge sellingand this, together 
with the unfavourable political 
and economic situttiva in 
Europe has created some 
anxiety amongst speculators who 
have also so'd heavily. The result 
has becn-that values have dropped 
sharply and, general seatimeat 
for the time being appears to favour 
lower values, it loaks as thoughthe 
dectine could only be arrested by 
some unfavourable crop news. In 
the Manchester market the further 
fall in the raw material has had the 


-leffect of making buying very ner- 


vous and there isa geacral disposi- 
tion to leave everything possible 
over until the outlook hecomes 
clearer. The amount of enquiry 
for yarn and cloth has been 
only moderate and actual 
business has decreased very 
abruptly. There still appears to 
be some fairly substantial replace 
ments required for the larger Eas- 
tern outlets, but although some of 
these are for comparatively quick 
shipment, purchasers show few 
signs of doing anything at present. 
Yami prices are weak, especially 
coarse and medium counts, which 
are again most irregular as there is 
considerable pressure to sell; 
quotations are reduced 34d to 144d 
per Ib. Manufacturers are also 
getting short of engagements in 
almost all styles, and cloth prices 
are once more on an extremely 
low basis. Makers of specialities 
only are anything like well placed 
with orders in hand. For India there 
is a fair general demand and some 
good lines of prints have been 
sold; there is*also enquiry for 
both light_and heavy goods and 
fancies. China has bought a few 
stocks of greys and whites and 
Egyptand the Levant have taken 
small lots of‘ grey and white 
shirtings. Javaand Singapore are 
quiet. The Home Trade is very 
yujet and only odd small lines 
live been sold for South America.
